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AROMATIC TOBACCO 
TESTED AS CROP 

FOR MISSISSIPPI 


State Cellege, Miss. Preliminary 
trials indicate that good aromatic 
tobacco can be grown in certain 
areas of Misssisippi, but research 
Workers who have been growing 
It experimentally warn that the 
crop requires close supervision 
and careful attention. 

Aromatic tobaccos are imported 
from Soviet Russia, Turkey and 
Greece, During World War Il, 
when the flow of these imports 
Was restricted attention turned to 
Producing the crop in America. 
Suitab'e soils and climates were 
found in Virginia and South Car- 
olina and since some of these 
same conditions prevail in Missis- 
sippi, tests were recently begun 
at the Pontotoc Branch Experi- 
ment Station. 

Superintendent B. C. Hunt, Jr., 
planted three varieties of the 
tobacco on Atwood soil in the 
Pontotoc Ridgei area in 1958 and 
in 1959. Yields the first year 
averaged 1100 pounds per acre 
and 850 the second year. The 
average price was 85 cents per 
pound. Excessive rainfall occurred 
each year, and it was necessary 
to have heating units in the curing 
barns. 

Seed were planted in a well- 
prepared bed and transplanted 
to the fields on May 10. Insects 
were controlled by spraying and 
dusting the plants with DDT or 
endrin. Harvesting begins 4 to 
5 weeks after planting and con- 
tinues at weekly intervals for 
about 5 weeks. 

Tobacco leaves are strung on 
wires and placed on wilting racks 
for three days during which time 
they must have free circulation of 
air. Then the leaves go into a 
curing barn where a temperature 
of 100 degrees is maintained. 
A small press is then used to bale 
the leaves in units weighing 30 to 
40 pounds. Mr. Hurt's complete 
report is published in the Dec- 
ember issue of Mississippi Farm 
Research availableon request from 
the Experiment Station at State 
College.
